Poets are guilty of 4theiſm. I fear 
he miſtook himſelf , and by 4- 
theiſm meant Polytheiſm , for in- 
deed, Modern Poets uſe Dit in 
Kead of Deus, following ſtill the 
Diale& of the Heathen roguiſh 
Poets, which muſt needs be an 
unpardonable Crime. But what 
if the Heathen Poers in that fol- 
lowed the Idiom of the Writer of 
the Pentateuch ,” in his Elobim, 
(and it's thought that Ovid had 
ſeen thoſe Books) that Crime is 
become none.
